FOR A FOUR-DAY WEEK. 


In the way of demanding things, the 
coal miners of Scotland take, not 
merely the cake, but the entire 
bakery. They have been working for 
some time five and one-half days in 
each week. Now they demand a four- 
day week. Twenty-two thousand 
miners belonging to the Fife and Kin- 
rose Miners’ Association recently lodg- 
ed a notice with thelr employers that 
they would require a reduction of 
working time to four days in the week 
without any reduction of wages. 

The employers immediately posted 
a notice at each pit rtating that un- 
less the miners’ notices were with- 
drawn all workmen, except engine 
men and others specially engaged, 
would be discharged at the end of 
fourteen days. [ff the four-days’ requi- 
sition were acceded to, the immediate 
and inevitable effect would be to add 
thirty-seven and one-half per cent to 
the price of coal.

Then he 
got through to San Antonio. He does not talk very much, In fact, it is 
hard to get a refugee to talk at all. 

Speaking of this difficulty, perhaps one reason for silence is that the 
Revolution and its consequences were foreseen. These bishops and priests 
lived in constant dread of it. For example, Archbishop Gillos of Oaxaca 
twenty. years ago purchased property in San Antonio for the purpose of 
establishing a Seminary for the education, in the United States, of 
students destined for the priesthood in Mexico. It is too bad the Semi- 
nary never was built. The land is still there. Such a Seminary would do 
a world of good. In fact, to save the Church in Mexico it will be neces- 
sary to have such a Seminary now. | 

One of the Canons of San Luis Pofosi, an old and pious man, was 
stripped of his clothes and when almost nude, was dragged through the 
streets, with Insults and blows falling upon him from every side, They 
broke his arm, shut him up in prison, and then condemned him to exile. 
To the border line he went with other exiles on foot, and without food. 
But these cases are not 86 bad as those of the unfortunate priests who 
are still in prison. Monterey seems to have been a center for deviltry. 
The Rebels had great fun there burning the confessionals and profaning 
statues in churches. The Governor (Villareal), who is one of the biggest 
scoundrels in Mexico, is encouraging the excesses, Of course, they 
burned all of the confessionals, and the Governor issued a decree for- 
bidding confessions. And, by the way, in many places, it is death to go 
to confession or to hear one. Villareal is a graduate of the Ferrer School 
of Spain, and an ex-teachor in a Protestant Mission in Mexico. 

Outside of Vera Cruz, and menacing the American army, is thé 
Governor who recently boasted that he would eat his dinner on Sunday, 
October 18th, in that city. He thought better of it after a while, and 
decided to take his meals outside. Governor Aguilar is a fine soldier 
when it comes to fighting priests and Sisters. He might not have the 
game success had he to fight men with guns.. There are pléenty.of the 
game kind of “brave patriots” in Mexico, This ofe said recently that he 
would not have a priest or a Sister in his jurisdiction. So he drove them 
all into Vera Cruz. Here they gathered, hundreds of them. They are 
nearly all scattered now. Some went to Spain, some to Honduras, some 
fame to Texas, but a great number are in Havana. So entirely destitute 
were these priests that, when some of them were sheltered by a poor old 
peon woman, they gave her, évery day, ten cents, all that they could 
afford, to pay ber for going around and gathering what wag left in the 
cook shanties at the camp of the Américan soldiers. They Hved on the 
scraps of the camp. There was no place for these men to eat or to sleep. 
To the credit of his kind heart, General Funston, knowing that many 
priests were wandering around at night, without a place on which to lay 
their heads, put fifty cots in the porch of the City Hall, and there fifty 
slept. As to.the Sisters, Admiral Winslow got them to make shirts for 
the sailors, and thus they managed to earn something on which to live. 

Although some of the Bishops are still in Mexico, they are very few, 
perhaps hot more than three. One of them, the Bishop of Tabasco, will 
never leave. He was shot. The Bishop of Tepec is in the penitentiary 
under an eight-year sentence, The Archbishop of Mexico is in Havana 
with other Bishops. Four Archbishops and four Bishops are in San 
Antonio, 

The most abominable outrages have been committed in Pueblo, 
Guadalajara and Queretero. It was in this section principally that the 
Blessed Sacrament was profaned; and all done with premeditation. 

These things are the least of the excesses. In Mexico City, no young 
woman is safe. Even have the officers of Carranza watched the schools 
to select their victims from among the school children. Yet, all of these 
men are fighting for “Liberty,” so they say, They burn confessionals, 
and their papers give glowing excuses by suggesting that coonfessionals 
are immoral, yet the whole Revolution is enveloped in a black cloud of 
the most abominable lust. The very spirit of evil seems to have taken 
possession of them; in fact, since hearing the stories from eye-witnesses 
right here in Texas, I shall never have even a Shadow of doubt but that 
there is such a thing as diabolical possession, 

After all the horrors, comes the thought of the astonishing growth of 
this spirit of irreligion all over the world. Mexico is only an ineident. 
France is, I hope, over her new debacle. Portugal outdid all Burope in 
malignity; and there are other countries which await only the weakening 
of authority to begin a war upon God. It seems horrible to think that 
this spirit of destruction has reached the shores of America, but Mexico 
has outportugaled Portugal.. Will the flood touch our own shores? There 
is an organized campaign of Slander in the United States, fostered by an 
army of vile papers, practically subsidized by the Postal Department. 
The conclusion is forced upon ahy one knowing the Mexican situation that 
this world-wide campaign against religion is directed by some central 
power. The real reason for its suceess is because some Christians are 
deceived into thinking that it is aimed only at the Catholic Chureh: while 
Catholics have pushed the “turn the other cheek” policy to the extreme, 
The truth of the matter is that Catholics are apatietic and forceless. The 
enemies of religion believe they can go as far as they like. They have 
felt their way, and they think that the ice will hold. It was only after 
years of this careful feeling that, at last, France arrived at confiscation. 
Waldeck-Russeau would never have dared to go as far as Combes, Briand 
and Vivianl. Portugal was worked up to murder. What Spain would 
have done had Ferrer sueceededy could easily be guessed from the 
assassinations of Barcelona. What Benito Juarez did not dare to do in 
Mexico, Carranza did openly and red-handedly. If we allow the first 
steps to be taken in the United States by tolerating the slanders of the 
“Menace” as we have, What will be the next? 

Cireulation of vile calumnies against the Church, insults flung at the 
Pope and clergy, the branding of innocent Sisters as prostitutes, and the 
scattering of these calumnies all over the land may be the beginning of 
martyrdoms later on. You can searcely blame me for thinking as I do, 
for without putting my foot on Mexican soil, | have seen the Virtual 
destruction of the work of centuries In that unhappy land. The ignorant 
and fanatical are everywhere numerous, They sometimes get the geal 
hand of knowledge and common sense, With due deliberation, I say to 
the Catholics of the United States that the time has come to quit worry- 
ing about the particular effect to the individuals, or to the Church for 
that matter, of protests, and of demands for justice, Our a ae 
demands should be made right now, let the effect be what it will. - 
eampaign of slander and lust and murder is world-wide.
